Dear Sir:

Pursuant to your request , the Safety Committee has made an investigation of
the request of Bryan Howard for a permit to construct a filling station on his lot
at the northwest corner of Navasota and Myrtle Streets.

The raembere of the Safety Committee find it is impossible to place a pump on
hie lot without being in conflict with the principles of safety heretofore adopted
by the Oity Safety Committee and approved by the City Oounoil. One reason it cannot
be built is because the gasoline filling equipment will be less than 3° feet distant
from a residence. Another is that a pump would have to be so close that oars would
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be upon the Oity sidewalk area while being served*

We, the membere of the Safety Committee, reoommend that this permit be refused*

Said gae main described
above shall have a cover of not leee than 2 feet*

The Texas Public Service Oorapany la hereby put upon notice that the Olty of

Austin do OB not guarantee that the space assigned above la clear from other underground

utilities, but la based upon the beet recorde we have at hand, and that the minimum

depth stated doea not have any reference to the fact that greater deptha may be required

at special polnta. When the Texae Public Service Company requires definite Informa-

tion upon the ground as to elevations or working polnta from which to baae the location

of their assignments they shall apply to the Olty Engineering Department not leee than

three (3) days before such Information Is required. The Texas Public Service Company

is further put upon notice that they will be required to bear the expense of repairs

or replacement of any underground utility damaged during the construction of lines

named in this resolution.

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavation In the

streets and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after said mains have been

laid, shall be under the supervision and direction of the City Engineer, and under all

the pertinent terms and conditions of the oertain franchise granted to said Company by

the City of Austin.
